Who would have dreamt such an 
outcome when Allen, then chief 
scout to Johnny Giles at Albion, 
travelled to the outskirts of north 
London to watch an unknown quan-

This is where it all started — and 
Allen will never forget what he saw, 
“I had kept in touch with an old pal 
of mine from the RAF. We had 
done National Service together but 
he, was working for Haves and was 
desperate to raise some money for

^] asked him what players he'd got 
and he told me to come and look for 
myself. It was a bitterly cold’ night | 
remember, the pitch was frosty and 1 
wasn't tao optimistic. 

"But there was a corner after a

Regis signed for Albion in May 
1977 and Allen took over as man- 
ager from Giles just a few weeks 
latet. 

He describes Regis’s debut 
against Rotherham on Aupust 31, 
1977, in a 4-0 win and his League 
debut four days later against Mid- 
dlesborough — both at The Haw- 
thorns = as “unbelievable” 

"He scored two of the greatest 
goals I have ever seen in my life," he 
added. "I played him against 
Rotherham in an early League Cup 
round and. he had the fans eating 
out of his hand. They were even 
shouting for the teenage lad, who 
was making his debut, to take a pen- 
alty we were awarded. | 

“He took it, scored. and never 
looked back. After that Cyrille was

the first name on the teamsheet. He 
really was a gentle giant.”

He's rated at about £4 million, which 
is What Cyrille in his prime would 
cost today - and more. 

“The highest compliment I can 
pay him is that he is still playing at 
the age of 36 for Wycombe Wander- 
ers and still earning the respect of 
the supporters and his team mates. 

“There has always been an aura 
about Cyrille.
